Mr. Big Of The U. S. A. 
Unlikely as it is that any o ne still thinks 
Harry Truman is the kind o f a fello w who se 
mistakes are p urely accidental, the argument 
being used in behalf o f steef seizure by lawy ers 
o f the Dep artment o f Justice co nfirms susp icio n 
that dreams o f dictato rship are gro wing in 
Washingto n. 
Mo re than that it suggests there may have 
been a better reaso n fo r swap p ing atto rney gen­ 
erals than the recent ruckus o ver Newbo ld Mo r­ 
ris. It wo uld take an atto rney general with a 
stro ng co nscience to let any go vernment lawy er 
argue that Mr. Truman is bey o nd the reach o f 
the Co nstitutio n. 
To make certain that the imp licatio n wo uld 
no t be missed, Federal Judge David A. Pine 
revealed that the Dep artment o f Justice actu­ 
ally co ntending that o nly the co urts o nd Co n­ 
gress were limited by the Co nstitutio n. The chief 
ex ecutive—Mr. Truman in this instance—co uld 
do any thing he p leased and co uld no t be reached 
by either the co urts o r Co ngress'. 
Even if Co ngress p assed a law, Mr. Tru­ 
man co uld disregard it. He and he alo ne co uld 
make the decisio ns if he felt like it—and lately 
he has been feeling like it. 
In brief, p o litical affairs in the United States 
no w hav e reached a state in which the man in 
the White Ho use, backed by his o wn ap p o intees, 
declares that he is Mr. Big. 
There have been many times since Mr. Tru­ 
man was designated to serve o ut the term o f 
the dy ing Franklin D. Ro o sevelt when even his 
sy mp athizers wo ndered if he knew what he was 
do ing. There is no p lace fo r do ubt no w. 
He has to kno w what he is do ing when he 
lets his atto rney general try to set up an ex ecu­ 
tive dictato rship . The questio n no w is whether 
the p eo p le o f the United States kno w what Mr. 
Truman is do ing. He has just to ld them, in 
effect, that he is his o wn bo ss; that he canno t 
be to uched by the Co nstiutio n—that he and he 
alo ne will decide what is go o d fo r them. 
He isn’t fo o ling. 
Harry Truman has unanimo usly elected him­ 
self Mr. Big o f the U.S.A. 
Is that all there is to it, o r do es the co untry 
no w unstuff the o ne-man ballo t bo x ?

Truman Didn't Get It In Steel Seizure 


Uncle Sam's Nightmare 
No imaginatio n is needed to believe that the 
legal test o f the President’s steel-seizure o rder 
will be a turning p o int. 
But there is a nightmare abo ut legal tests 
which makes Uncle Sam (the o riginal article, 
no t the facsimile) sweat and shiver. 
In the nightmare, he is p ushed o ver a cliff 
Into a cauldro n o f bo iling water, hauled o ut by 
the ears, hung up to dry o n a 100-fo o t to wer in 
sub-zero weather, then dro p p ed o n a bed o f 
sp ikes. When he struggles to ro ll o ff the sp ikes, 
he is attacked by raveno us wo lves waving writs 
o f seizure and eaten alive. 
But the dream do es no t end there. 
After he is inside the wo lves, a lawy er wrig­ 
gles do wn the wo lves’ thro ats and reads fro m 
a p ap er which say s the Sup reme Co urt o f the 
United States has just ruled he sho uldn’t have 
been hauled o ut o f the bo iling water by the ears. 
That was unco nstitutio nal. 
As to the o ther indignities, the Sup reme 
Co urt has no thing to say . They were o utside its 
jurisdictio n, which lies who lly in the p ro vince 
o f ears. Lo ng ears, that is. Like the o nes p inned 
en the steel industry ’s lawy ers by the judge who 
rebuffed them, ex p laining there was no thing he 
co uld do abo ut the steel seizure because they 
co uldn’t sho w damage. Their client had just 
been sho ved o ver the cliff at that p o int and 
hadn’t hit the water y et. 


Ifs just a bo ut a mile between 
the White Ho use and Cap ito l Hill 
where 
Co ngress 
meets—and 
it 
do esn’t take but a few .minutes 
fo r the President to send a mes­ 
sage reco mmending what legis­ 
latio n he wants. 
Yet Mr. Truman say s he waited 
99 . day s 
fo r 
the 
steelwo rkers 
unio n to ho ld up their strike call 
and hence, when they did decide 
to quit wo rk, it was to o late to 
use the Taft-Hartley Act, 
which 
p ro vides an 9 0-day wait He de­ 
clares also that there was such 
a big emergency he had to act 
even witho ut a law. To him it 
was just like sending an “ultima­ 
tum" to Stalin. It was a great big 
emergency and there wasn’t any ­ 
thing else to do , he claims, in o r­ 
der to keep steel p ro ductio n go ­ 
ing.

MR. TRUMAN is right. There 
was an emergency . But it was o f 
his o wn making. It was due to his 
failure to ap p ly the p ro visio ns o f 
the Taft-Hartley Act. It is true 
this law do esn’t p ro vide a so lutio n 
fo r what may hap p en at the end 
o f 80 day s but any time within 
i that p erio d Mr. Truman co uld 
* have trav eled the mile between 
Cap ito l Hill and the White Ho use 
I o r sent up a messenger with a 
; request that Co ngress give him 
autho rity to meet such a p ro sp ec­ 
tive emergency . 
Mr. Truman’s defense o f his 
seizure o f the steel p lants, as 
given to his p ress co nference, 
makes a bad situatio n even wo rse. 
Co nceding that he had no autho rity 
under any law and that he was 
acting under “inherent p o wers" o f 
Hie 
Co nstitutio n, 
Mr. 
Truman 
p o inted to internatio nal emergen­ 
cies and to situatio ns in which 
o ther Presidents like Jefferso n 
and Ty ler and Po lk had acted 
witho ut law to annex the Lo uis­ 
iana Territo ry , Tex as and Alaska. 
Tho se were all p urchases o r an- 
lex atio ns o f land. There was no 
seizure o f the p riv ate p ro p erty o f 
any American citizen. 
If Mr. Truman has Seen lo o king 
fo r instances in which Presidents 
have do ne unco nstitutio nal acts 
and have go tten away with It, 
there are p lenty in the histo ry 
bo o ks. Public acquiescence so me­ 
times disco urages any challenge o f 
a law o r o f an ex ecutive actio n 
that is p o p ular, but this do es no t 
mean the acts are thereby legal­ 
ized. 


IT IS REGRETTABLE that Mr. 
Truman sho uld seek to justify his 
o wn co urse by p o inting to so me 
unco nstitutio nal acts o f his p red­ 
ecesso rs. Fo r it accentuates the 
very issue that has been raised in 
the p ast two weeks—that ano ther 
I 


President o f the United States 
so me day may seize p riv ate p ro p ­ 
erty witho ut a law and blandly 
anno unce: ‘‘Truman did it — so 
ifs all right." 
Much mo re candid was the o b­ 
servatio n o f go vernment atto rney s 
in their argument befo re Judge 
Pine the same day cm the subject 
o f an injunctio n so ught by the 
steel co mp anies to restrain the 
secretary o f co mmerce fro m p ay ­ 
ing o ut a wage increase to which 
the o wners o f the p ro p erties have 
no t agreed. The go vernment at­ 
to rney s co nceded that the seizure 
did no t have any sanctum cf law 
and was simp ly an actio n taken 
in an emergency to p rev ent the 
sto p p age o f steel p ro ductio n. 
Mr. Truman’s co ntentio n is that 
he was faced with an emergency 
and then acted. No bo dy wo uld be 
criticizing him to day if he had ac­ 
ted 
in 
a 
suddenly 
develo p ed 
crisis, esp ecially if he had go ne 
immediately thereafter to Co n­ 
gress to seek ratificatio n o f his 
actio n. 
But Mr. Truman never to ld Co n­ 
gress abo ut the steel situatio n till 
after he seized the p ro p erties o nd 
even then he didn’t ask fo r a law 
to justify that seizure o r to take 
care o f future seizures. 


THE PRESIDENT'S actio n has 
begun to aro use the natio n to the 
p o int where demands fo r im­ 
p eachment are being made in an 
increasing number o f letters every 
day to members o f the Ho use o f 
Rep resentatives. Mr. T r u m a n 
so ught to minimize the gravity o f 
his answer to the American So ­ 
ciety o f Newsp ap er Edito rs last 
week when he answered a questio n 
as to whether under similar cir­ 
cumstances he wo uld seize the 
newsp ap ers and radio statio ns. 
No w Mr. Truman declares he 
never had any such idea. But why 
is that it to o k almo st a week to get 
a denial fro m the President as 
to the imp licatio ns o f his remarks? 
The answer is that Mr. Truman 
no w is hearing fro m the co untry 
and is retracing his step s. 
If 
Mr. 
Truman 
had 
really 
tho ught abo ut it, he might nave 
defended his first answer to the 
edito rs a bit by p o inting o ut that, 
if ato m bo mbs destro y ed many 
o f o ur cities, 
the go vernment 
wo uld undo ubtedly take o ver radio 
statio ns in such an emergency . 
But the o bvio us attemp t o f Mr. 
Truman to argue that a natio nal 
emergency aro se just because he 
went fro m the fry ing p an into the 
fire o n the steel disp ute means 
that Mr. Truman certainly is bad­ 
ly in need o f so und advice fro m 
friends. They might tell him that 
the best go vernment p o licy is that 
which is fair to 
citizens and 
no t just to members o f the CIO.

Testify ing befo re a Senate co m­ 
mittee o n the steel-seizure ruckus, 
Mr. Step hens, who se sp ecialty is 
industrial relatio ns, said: 
“I am no t a lawy er. But as an 
o rdinary citizen I do have a view 
abo ut seizure; I do n’t co nsider it 
a p ro p er remedy fo r a labo r dis­ 
p ute." 
Rarely do es a day p ass any 
mo re in which at least o ne p erso n 
do es no t say so mething like this 
in co nnectio n with an issue o n 
which he has reached a decisio n— 
that he is “no t a lawy er but . . ." 
The imp licatio n is that many 
questio ns in p ublic co ntro versy lo o k 
like o ne thing to o rdinaary citizen 
but lo o k like so mething else to law­ 
y ers. 
In view o f the fact that many 
o f the o rdinary citizens who make 
this crack can and do hire law­ 
y ers to make things lo o k the way j 
they want them to lo o k, the im­ 
p licatio n is as bro ad as a meat ax 
that the legal p ro fessio n is able 
to lo o k at things in way s p eculiar 
to its p ractitio ners. 
When it is further recalled that 
so me o f these way s are at v ari­ 
ance with the way s the o rdinary 
run o f p eo p le lo o k at them and 
that lawy ers can be fo und who 
will lo o k at things in diametrical­ 
ly o p p o site way s, lawy ers sho uld 
begin to give so me tho ught to their 
p lace in a go vernment c3 law. 
If the law can be twisted in 
any given instance to say what 
lawy ers want it to say . what then 
beco mes o f the claim that the 
United States in a go vernment o f 
law, no t o f men? 
Is it no t then o n the verge o f 
beco ming a go vernment o f la w­ 


y ers, instead o f men, which is the 
v ery thing , the American p eo p le 
have been try ing to avo id? 
Theo retically , all legal co ntro ­ 
versies in this co untry can be 
settled by ap p eals to ever-higiier 
co urts until finally the Sup reme 
Co urt declares what the law real­ 
ly is. 
But in p ractice there is no t the 
necessary time to do this in all 
cases and in many cases where it 
can be do ne it canno t be do ne 
quickly eno ugh to av ert irrevo ca­ 
ble damage to the p arties co n­ 
cerned. Mo reo ver, the Sup reme 
Co urt, itself, is an assemblage o f 
lawy ers who go t there by being 
able to see things in a way which 
qualified them fo r favo rable at­ 
tentio n by the p o liticians who ap ­ 
p o inted them and co nfirmed the 
ap p o intments. 
As I say , if I were a lawy er. I’d 
fret under the imp licatio n o f that

A Report to the American Public 


Millions of Americans are asking why negotiations in the 
steel labor dispute have stalled. 
The chief reason is that the union refuses to budge an inch 
from its demand for the full package of Wage Stabilization 
Board recommendations. 


Under these recommendations the union wants the high­ 
est increase in wages and in fringe benefits in the industry's 
history. And in addition it wants the power to force every 
man who works in the mills to join the union. 


On its part the industry, faced with demands which would 
lift its costs more than $1 billion annually, wants the Govern­ 
ment to grant fair and reasonable price relief to compensate 
for increased costs. And it opposes the compulsory union 
shop. 


How Prices Stand 


It is important to set the record straight on one point. The 
steel companies have never asked nor "insisted" on a price in­ 
crease of $12. a ton. They have asked only for fair and equitable 
treatment on prices, if labor costs advanced. 


The figure of $12. a ton would be the ULTIMATE COST to 
the companies if the inflationary increases recommended by 
the Wage Stabilization Board become effective. How is that 
figure reached? 


The direct employment costs to the companies of the W. S. 
B. recommendations would be 30 cents an hour per employee 
or $6. a ton. There have been five earlier rounds of wage in­ 
creases and other costly benefits since V. J. Day. In each of 
them the cost of goods and services the steel companies must 
buy went up by nearly the same amount as the increase. This 
time that would add another $6. in costs a ton or $12. in all. 


The revenue of the steel industry is simply not adequate to 
permit it to "absorb"a further cost increase of $6. a ton or more 
without a compensating price increase. 


The companies had hoped to help check inflation by hold­ 
ing the line on both prices and wages. However, the W. S. B. 
recommendations shattered that hope. 


The Price Administrator has said an increase of only about 
$3. a ton will be allowed. The companies were entitled to this 
increase under the Capehart Amendment to cover increased 
costs between the outbreak of fighting in Korea and July 26, 
1951, prior to any demands for wage increases. In the interest 
of stabilization no request for this increase was ever made by 
the industry. 


Some in Washington cite the income of steel companies 
BEFORE TAXES as alleged proof that they can absorb more 


than $1 billion in added costs. But the effect of that absorption 
would be to reduce their taxes by two thirds of a billion. 
The loss in taxes would have to be made up by action of 
Congress to increase taxes, lf not that, then by Government 
borrowing, or by the printing of new money. This would be in­ 
flation pure and simple. 


That is why the tax payers and consumers of America will 
bear a large share of the cost of the W. S. B. inflationary rec­ 
ommendations. 


The Union Shop 


Another big stumbling block to agreement between the 
companies and the union is the compulsory union shop en­ 
dorsed by the W. S. B. Under the union shop no man, not a 
member of the union, could work in the mills. . 


The companies believe it wrong to interfere in any respect 
with an individual's desicion as to whether he will or will 
not join a union. 


The Broader Issues 


The controversy has created grave economic and constitu­ 
tional issues more important by far than the immediate dis­ 
pute in steel. These will not be settled quickly or easily, but 
settled they must be because- 


If the Government can arbitrarily seize the steel mills, the 
property of nearly one million citizens, stockholders of the 
steel companies- 


If it can impose an inflationary wage increase- 


If it can confiscate private income by setting prices in ruth­ 
less disregard of the needs of the industry to meet huge cost 
increases- 


If it can force compulsory unionism on workers- 


Then our American heritage of human liberty, the rights of 
individuals, the right to own property, the freedom to work - 
even freedom of the press-are gravely imperiled.
